Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1953  upon  the  public  health  circumstances  of  the  Rural 
District  of  Strood. 

POPULATION.  There  was  an  increase  of  300  in  the  Registrar 
GeneraX’ s  ^estimate  from  21,320  in  1952  to  21,620  for  the 
present  year. 

BIRTH  RATE.  The  Bii*th  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population 
shows  a  decrease  -  17.4  for  the  present  year  compared  with 

17.9  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  in  1953  was  15.5. 

The  still-birth  rate  for  1952  was  low.  The  figure 

15.9  per  thousand  of  the  population  compares  favourably 
with  the  rate  of  18.3  for  1952.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  in  1953  v/as  22.4. 

GEC'TERAL  DEATH  RATE.  The  death  rate  for  1953  was  11,6  per 
thousand  of  the  population.  The  1952  rate  was  10.3.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  1953  was  11.4.  Total 
deaths  in  the  district  during  1953  was  252,  as  compared  with 
220  in  1952. 


NATURAL  INCREASE  OF  THE  POPULATION.  The  number  of  births 
in  1953  exceeded  the  deathsHby  123 ;  in  1952  this  figure 
was  162.

PROVISION  OF  HNALTH  SNRVICNS  IN  TEN  AREA.  These 
services  are  adiainistered  by  the  Kent  County  Council  s 
and  following  my  usual  practice  I  have  included  a  sunimary 
of  the  local  services  available  on  pages  nine  to  twenty. 


pCT’ECTIOUS  DISEASE.  A  tabulated  statement  showing  the 
incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  is  included  in  the 
report.  In  practically  all  instances  the  cases  were 
higher  in  1953  than  1952  and  for  the  seventh  successive 
year  no  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  district. 


Extracts  from  the  Council's  tuberculosis  records 
are  also  included.  Strood's  death  rate  for  this 
disease  during  the  year  was  0.13  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  compared  with  0.20  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  during  the  year  was  3. 

These  figures  are  most  impressive;  Strood's  rate  is  well 
below  the  national  level . 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA.  Detailed  reference 
has  been  made  to  this  on  page  35. 

HOUSING.  A  further  261  new  houses  v/ere  constructed  in  the 
rural  district  during  the  yea-^;  I  feel  that  the  ultimate 
solution  of  the  present  housing  problem,  lies,  not  only  in 
the  provision  of  new  houses,  but  also  in  the  preservation 
of  suitable  houses  which  exist  but  which,  owing  to  the 
effects  of  rent  control  are  unable  to  be  preserved  at  a 
sufficient  standard  of  repair  and  accommodation. 

I  have  once  again  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
help  ana  encouragement  afforded  me  by  the  Council  during 
the  year,  and  to  extend  to  my  fellow  ‘officers  and  staff 
my  appreciation  of  their  co-operation  ana  loyalty.

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PROVISION  OF  EUALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
a  comprehensive  ambulance  service  throughout  the  County o 
Other  than  in  cases  of  accident  and  emergency,  no  ambulance 
will  be  provided,  except  upon  the  recommendation  of  a 
doctor,  hospital  or  midwife,  and  for  the  provision  of  a 
sitting-case  car  a  certificate  from  a  doctor  is  necessary^ 

To  facilitate  the  call-^out  of  ambulances  in  cases 
of  accident  or  emergency,  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Post  Office  authorities  for  such  calls  to  be  passed 
automatically  to  the  nearest  manned  fire  station,  the 
staff  of  which  will  assume  the  responsibility  of  passing 
the  call  to  the  nearest  manned  ambulance  station.  In 
three  cases,  however,  one  of  which  is  the  Medway  Towns, 
emergency  c^ls  are  sent  by  the  Post  Office  direct  to  the 
ambulance  station  serving  the  area.

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS 

In  the  case  of  every  child  born  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
father  of  the  child,  if  at  the  time  of  the  birth  he  is 
actually  residing  on  the  premises  where  the  birth  takes 
place,  and  of  any  person  in  attendance  upon  the  mother  at 
the  time  of,  or  within  six  hours  after  the  birth,  to  send 
notice  of  the  birth  v/ithin  thirty-six  hours,  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  County  Hall,  Maidstone, 
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Postcards  with  prepaid  postage  ror  this  purpose  are 
supplied  to  medical  practitioners,  midv/ives ,  hospitals  and 
maternity  homes,  upon  application  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  County  Hall,  Maidstone.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Th.e  Higliai:!  &  Hundred  of"  Hoo  Water  Coiapaiiy  is 
responsible  for  tile  supply  of  water  to  this  area 
except  for  the  Parish,  of  Hailing  and  part  of  Cobham 
Parish  which  are  supplied  by  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company. 


Examination  of  samples  show  the  water  to  be  of 
a  high  degree  of  purity  but  pressure  in  the  mains  serving 
some  parts  of  the  District  has  been  low.  The  Higham 
and  Hundred  of  Hoo  Water  Company  intend  using  other 

existing  wells  in  the  area  to  supply  the  increasing  demand 
for  water  in  the  District. 


Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examination  of  water  supplies. 

Fifty-four  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during  the 
year,  two  of  which  showed  evidence  of  contamination. 
Investigation  showed  the  cause  of  one  bad  sample  to  be  a 
defective  water  pipe  and  the  other  to  he  a  private  well 
which  was  polluted  during  the  flooding  of  the  area  early 
in  the  year.  The  owner  of  this  well  agreed  to  close 
the  well  and  supply  water  from  the  mains  supply. 

Five  chemical  samples  showed  the  water  to  be  organicallv 
pure  though  hard.  ^ 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  PomestiQ  Refuse 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  the 
district  and  disposed  of  hy  means  of  controlled  tipping 
in  a  disused  chalk  pit  in  the  parish  of  Cuxtono  The 
refuse  tip  is  treated  regularly  to  prevent  rat  infestation 
and  during  the  suromer  period  insecticides  are  applied  to 
prevent  the  breeding  of  flies  and  crickets. 

Cesspool  and  Pail  Closet  ijlniptying 

Cesspools  are  emptied  upon  request  rree  of  charge  up 
to  a  maximum  or  four  times  per  year  except  in  those  areas 
where  the  public  sewer  is  provided « 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  in  the  Parishes  of 
Hoo,  Isle  of  Grain  and  Allhallows  and  twice  per  week  in 
the  Parish  of  Stoke.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  zo  submit  my  report  on  tilie  work  of  tbe  deparumem; 
for  the  year  1953. 

Public  Health  Act ,  1956 

830  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  complaints  and  the  abatement  of 
nuisances . 

Although  materials  and  labour  are  now  available,  the 
heavy  cost  of  repair  work  to  tenanted  houses  prevents 
owners  from  carrying  out  other  than  urgent  repairs .  Many 
houses  which  could  have  been  repaired  are  now  in  such  a 
dilapidated  condition  that  they  can  only  be  dealt  with  by 
demolition  and  the  rehousing  of  the  occupants . 

The  following  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year 
following  inspections  and  in  most  eases ,  the  serving  of 
informal  notices.

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Housing  Act,  1956 

Nine  Demolition  Orders  were  made  by  the  District  Council 
during  1953.  Owners  of  unfit  property  demolished  a  total  of 
eight  dwellings  and  four  houses  were  demolished  as  a  result 
of  Demolition  Orders . 

Factories  Act,  1957 

Forty-three  factories  and  61  other  premises  within  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  were  inspected  during  the  year,  a  total 
of  225  visits  being  made.  Informal  action  was  taken  to 
remedy  defects  and  improve  conditions  in  five  cases . 

Inspections  were  made  to  the  premises  of  seven  outworkers 
during  the  year.  These  outworkers  are  engaged  in  the  making 
of  wearing  apparel. 

Petrolexna  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928 

During  the  year  82  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the 
78  petroleum  storage  installations  in  the  area.  Several 
minor  defects,  chiefly  electrical  and  mechanical  faults  on 
pumps,  were  pointed  out  to  licencees  who  willingly  had  repairs 
carried  out  without  necessitating  foimal  action. 
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Prevention  of  Damaj^e  by  Pests  Act,  1949 


4645  inspections  were  carried  out  to  all  classes  of 
premises  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  and  of  107 
premises  found  to  be  infested,  106  were  successfully  treated 
by  Local  Authority.
